Non-Zionist Rabbis Uphold 
Palestine as Haven, But Reject 
Political Emphasis of Zionists 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 

PHILADELPHIA—A statement of principles by non-Zionist 
rabbis, declaring that “the Jews should have the democratic right 
to live freely under law, and in accordance with the dictates of their 
religious conscience, and in any part of the world,” was made pub- 
lic here today by Dr. Louis Wolsey. The statement, which carries 
the signature of eighty-seven Reform rabbis, follows: 

“We, Rabbis in American Israel, who believe in the universalism 
of Judaism’s ethical and spiritual teachings, express our hearty 
agreement with the following Statement drawn up by those who 
convened in Atlantic City, June 1 and 2, 1942, for the purpose of 
giving voice to our convictions and to discuss ways and means of 
securing wider recognition and appreciation of them among our 
neighbors. 

“The special reason for our gathering is in the growing secular- 
ism in American life, the absorption of large numbers in national- 
istic endeavors and the tendency to reduce the religious basis of 
life to a place of secondary importance. At this time more than 
ever, all men for their own good and the good of mankind should 
give every emphasis to those moral and religious values and prin- 
ciples that transcend boundary lines and hold all men in a common 
bond of human fellowship. 

“1. We believe that the present tragic experiences of mankind 
abundantly demonstrate that no single people or group can hope to 
live in freedom and security when their neighbors are in the grip 
of evil forces either as perpetrators or sufferers. We hold, there- 
fore, that the solution of the social, economic and political problems 
of one people are inextricably bound up with those of others. To 
this general rule the problems of our Jewish people constitute no 
exception, though unhappily we Jews are often the first victims of 
the distemper of peoples and suffer most from the maladjustments 
of society. 

“2. We declare our unwavering faith in the -humane and 
righteous principles that underlie the democratic way of life, prin- 
ciples first envisaged by the Prophets of Israel and embodied in 
our American Bill of Rights. In keeping with these principles we 
hold that the Jewish people have the same right to live securely 
anywhere in the world and to enjoy the fruit of their labors in 
peace as have men of every other faith and historic background. 

“3. Realizing how important Palestinian rehabilitation is to- 
wards relieving the pressing problems of our distressed people, we 
stand ready to render unstinted aid to our brethren in their eco- 
nomic, cultural and spiritual endeavors in that country. But in the 
light of our universalistic interpretation of Jewish history and des- 
tiny, and also because of our concern for the welfare and status of 
the Jewish people living in other parts of the world, we are unable 
to subscribe to or support the political emphasis now paramount in 
the Zionist program. We cannot but believe that Jewish nationalism 
tends to confuse our fellowmen about our place and function in so- 
ciety and also diverts our own attention from our historic role to live 
as a religious community. Such spiritual role is especially voiced by 
Reform Judaism in its emphasis upon the eternal prophetic princi- ~ 
ples of life and thought. 

“It is incumbent, therefore, upon all of us, Jews and non-Jews 
alike, to stress to the utmost those teachings of our own religion that 
are all-inclusive, if we would permanently correct the evils that so 
often bring suffering to mankind. Reform Judaism, as we conceive 
it, is the contemporary manifestation of the eternal prophetic spirit 
of Israel, through which alone Judaism and the Jew live to witness 
to the universal God.”

Hits. 12,000 Ton Jap

Meyer Levin, the New York 
Jewish boy who as Captain Colin 
Kelly’s bombardier bombed and 
sank the Japanese battleship 
Haruna in the first American vic- 
tory of the war, received the 
cheerful news that their son has 
hit another 12,000-ton Japanese 
ship in the Coral Sea Battle. 

The twenty-five-year-old Jew- 
ish hero who was a corporal at 
the first sinking, has now been 
promoted to sergeant, he wrote to 
his parents here. He said that re- 
turning from the Coral Sea Bat- 
tle to Australia, his big Flying 
Fortress encountered heavy 
weather and the fuel ran |low. 
When two of the engines cut, the 
commander ordered the crew to 
bail out. 
Sergeant Levin round up his com- 
rades, all unhurt. 

Meyer Levin received the Dis- 
tinguished Service Cross for the 
sinking of the Japanese battle- 
ship Haruna soon after the Jap- 
anese attack on Pearl Harbor. He 
is a graduate of Brooklyn Tech- 
nical School and was a student 
of the Brooklyn Engineering 
School for Aviation. He enlisted 
in the Air Corps on June 6, 1939.

Warsaw Jewish Community 
Heads Take Life as Nazis 


Begin Daily Expulsion from Ghetto 


By OTTO SCHICK 
(JTA Correspondent in London) 

LONDON—Mass-expulsion of Jews from the Warsaw ghetto “to 
an unknown destination in the east” was begun by the Nazis last 
week, according to reliable information reaching the Polish Govern- 
ment-in-Exile here. At least 7,000 Jews are now being deported from 
Warsaw daily, the report said. 

Dr. Cherniakov, president of the Jewish Council in the Warsaw 
ghetto, committeed suicide rather than acquiesce in the order of the 
Nazi authorities that he submit a list of 100,000 Jews to be deported. 
He had been the head of the Jewish community in Warsaw since the 
outbreak of the war in 1939. 

Three other members of the Jewish Council in the Warsaw 
ghetto are reported to have attempted suicide as a result of the pres- 
sure of the Nazi authorities in Warsaw upon the Jewish Council to 
“cooperate” in the deportation of the Jews from the ghetto. The 
Jewish Council is said to have been dissolved by the Nazi adminis- 
tration. 

Unprecedented panic has spread among the Jews in Warsaw as 
a result of the deportations, according to the reports received here. 
No indication whatever is given by the Nazis as to the fate of the 
deportees, except that they are being sent to occupied Russian terri- 
tory. The fear prevails that the victims are slaughtered by the Nazis 


on their way to the alleged “unknown destination in the east.” 





Deported Belgian Jews Reach Cracow 
GENEVA—A “Jewish train” carrying 600 Jews deported from 
Belgium, reached Cracow this week under special Gestapo guards. 


The majority of the deportees are over fifty years of age. 


Most of 


them were immediately sent to the Cracow ghetto, the rest scattered 


over various districts. 


More transports of Jews from Belgium are 


expected to reach Cracow before the end of the month. 





Vichy Permits Deportation From Unoccupied Zone 
LISBON—The Paris radio reported that 4,000 Jews, siezed in 
unoccupied France, were deported during the week-end to unknown 


destinations for forced labor. 


The same broadcast claimed that 


40,000 Jews with their families have already been deported by the 
French Government in Vichy to East European territories.”

LOOK AT THE RECORD 


Ralph McGill, well-known American columnist, deserves 
great credit for the task he has undertaken. . . . He has sought, 
and obtained some official records which show the extent to 
which Jews in America are fighting on the very front lines in 
the present war. ... Here are some of the facts which he 
established. .. . The American Bar Association Journal for 
February reports that the first known fatality among the mem- 
‘bership of the American Bar Association was Ensign Robert 
L Leopold, of Louisville, Ky. ... The first known casualty 
from the membership of the Chicago Bar Association was Cap- 
tain Irving Maddelson who was severely wounded in action 
while serving with MacArthur on Bataan peninsula. He since 
has been promoted because of his bravery and ability. ... The 
first Japanese battleship sunk in the war was that one in which 
Captain Colin Kelly piloted his ship through heavy fire within 
bombing range. The bombardier in that plane, who aimed the 
bombs and released them, was a Jew, Corporal Meyer Levin. 
_.. The first fatality from Minneapolis was Ensign Ira Weil 
Jeffrey, who received a posthumous reward for valor.... 
Among the first fatalities from Chicago was Sherman Levine, 
an 18-year-old boy who died in action at Pearl Harbor. . 
Perhaps the youngest boy in action at Pearl Harbor was 
Morris Samuelson, of New Orleans, who was a gunner on that 
morning and fired more than 250 rounds at the Japanese. He 
since has been mustered out because it was discovered he 
falsified his age when enlisting. He will re-enlist when he is 
18. He is now 17.... The first fatality from Delaware was 
Sergeant Harry Fineman, of Wilmington... The first appli- 
cant for membership in the American Gold Star Mothers of 
this war was Mrs Gertrude Kram, of New York, whose 18- 
year-old son, a gunner with a Navy crew aboard a tanker, was 
killed in the torpedoing of his ship. She herself was the daugh- 
ter of a Gold Star mother. ... The first American soldier 
brought home for burial on American soil was Sergeant Her- 
bert Keilson, of the United States Marines, who was killed 
aboard a cruiser during the attack on the Gilbert and Marshall 
Islands some months ago. .. . One of the youngest war mothers 
in America is Mrs. Michael Newman, of Oregon, whose 17- 
year-old son enlisted, with her permission, in the Marines.... 
Lieutenant Commander Solomon Isquith recently was award- 
ed the Navy Cross for “extraordinary courage and disregard 
for his own safety” while directing the abandonment of the 
U.S.S. Utah when it capsized during the attack on Pearl Har- 
bor. ... Private Leonard York, of Columbus, recently was 
honored on the “They Live Forever” program. He received the 
Order of the Purple Heart for bravery while machine-gunning 
Japanese during the December 7 attack. ... Three young Jews 
were aboard the aircraft carrier Lexington. Lieutenant Com- 
mander Max Silverstein was in command of the destroyer 
Sims when it was sunk in the Coral Sea engagement—was 
killed in the fight. ... A number of Jewish privates and non- 
commissioned officers were captured at Wake Island and at 
Guam... . And so McGill’s list goes on. 


THE ZIONIST SCENE

has been added... . It is the securing of a fund for the publica- 
tion in New York of a weekly political journal with nation- 
wide circulation. ... A personal letter to this effect has now 
been sent out by Dr. Weizmann to a number of wealthy Amer- 
ican Jews whom the leader of the world Zionist movement 
hopes to interest in the project.

a Gentleman Calls 








CHRISTIAN gentleman called on me with a 

most unusual purpose. He said he wished 
to become a Jew and should like to know how 
to go about it. 


“And why do you want to be a Jew?” 

(I had in mind the comfortable status of a 
Christian who doesn’t have to be always ex- 
plaining himself. His being a Christian is a 
matter which isn’t continually intruding upon 
him in the most unexpected places. As a 
Christian he is a privileged character in a world 
which puts groups of people in pigeon-holes and 
marks them “O.K.” or otherwise. You’re O.K. 
in the Christian pigeon-hole.) 


“Why do you want to be a Jew?” 


The gentleman replied he wanted to be a 
Jew because he had come to the conclusion that 
it was his Christian duty to be one. The idea 
came to him when he was attending a memorial 
service for the slaughtered Jews of Poland in 
one of the synagogues of our town. 


He said he had gone to the memorial meet- 
ing because as a human being and as a Chris- 
tian he believed he should share the sorrow of 
the Jews. He must take the pain of the Jews 
to his own heart. There was a fried chicken 
dinner in his church that evening but he went 
to the Jewish meeting instead. 


As he sat there it occurred to him that, de- 
spite the very good intentions of his heart, he 
was a total stranger to the pain of being a Jew. 
He was more an observer of this sorrow than a 
sharer. 


Beside him sat a bearded old gentleman who 
looked like a prophet. What, he asked himself, 
had he in common with this man’s tragedy. The 
old man’s tragedy was not just something of 
this hour. He had been carrying it a thousand 
years. It was a pain woven into his being. 
The old man wept and wiped his eyes. 


The Christian felt that he was only a specta- 
tor: A fellow-man was horribly hurt and all 
he could do about it was to look on and feel 
sorry. It was like the time he witnessed an 
accident in which people were hurt. He was full 
of sympathy for the injured but he didn’t feel 
their pain. 

After this meeting he could go his way and 
enjoy all the privileges and easements of being 
Christian. His way in the world would be wide, 
long and unimpeded. His feet might find ob- 
stacles by reason of his own personal deficien- 
cies, such as physical weaknesses or mental in- 
capacity or weakness of his character, but none 
because of the social, religious or racial facts 
of his birth. 

On the contrary, his being Gentile and 
Christian would advantage’ him over other 
people who were not Gentile and Christian, 
such as Jews. He had all the breaks. 

The sorrow he was trying to share with the 
Jews in this synagogue had to do only with a 
special tragedy. Hadn’t the life of the Jews 
been a continuing tragedy? This old man whose 
back was bent seemed to carry the immense 
burden of his history. These massacres were 
but an incident of that history. 

“We Christians,” he thought, “feel horrified 
by the wholesale slaughter of Jews in Europe, 
yet aren’t we acquiescing in the continued cam- 


paign to degrade Jews all around us. These 
discriminations, these advertisements that say 
‘Gentiles Only,’ these restrictions.” 


By these meditations he came at last to the 
idea of wanting to be a Jew and carrying the 
pain in his own body. He said he would put 
upon himself the mark of the Jew and take the 
stones that fall on Jews. It would be one way 
to make amends for the 2,000 years of Jewish 
affliction at the hands of the Gentiles. It might 
serve as an inspiration for contrition among the 
Gentiles: He, a Christian becoming a Jew in 
order to take upon himself their hate and spite. 


He said it wouldn’t be a violent wrenching 
of his religious traditions for him to take Juda- 
ism. He couldn’t see a wide difference between 
Judaism and Christianity anyway. He had 
never made much of the deity of Jesus. He had 
been thinking of Jesus as a great and good man 
whose example human beings could follow, 
since He was human. 


“Now what must I do to become a Jew?” 
he asked in conclusion. 


The man was about 40 years old. He looked 
normal enough. Nothing crack-pot in his looks. 
He was one of the many you pass on the streets 
with nothing more than a glance, since their 
appearance offers nothing different from the 
run of the human kind. I guessed he was a 
white collar worker. He said afterward that 
he works for one of the railroads in the office. 
The way of his life followed the American 
norm; he was paying for a house in one of the 
suburbs. He was putting a daughter through 
college. He had just celebrated his 20th wed- 
ding anniversary. Many friends called. 


He seemed a Christian who was accepting 
literally the injunction to take up the cross in 
the likeness of Jesus, to take into his own body 
and heart and mind the affliction of fellowmen. 


“What you are thinking of has to do with 
the idea of a Christian taking up the cross, like 
Jesus,” I suggested. “Isn’t that so?” 


He hadn’t thought of it in that light, he said, 
but it was a good idea. Yes, it was something 
for Christians to think about. Taking up the 
cross! He recalled that the preachers often give 
sermons on that, but so few people ever take 
up the cross, except to set it on the backs of 
other people, to crucify them. 

That’s what was badly needed, he thought: 
Christians to take up the cross and feel in their 
own bodies the pain of fellowmen. Then they 
would have compassion, wouldn’t they? If there 
was compassion there would be none of man’s 
inhumanity to man. 

But how should he go about becoming a 
Jew? He was insistent. Te become a Jew 
would be his way of taking up the cross. He 
was glad I had suggested it. 

“But, sir,” I replied, “you are a most excel- 
lent Christian and I wouldn’t do a thing to de- 
prive the world even of only one good Chris- 
tian. The world is so badly in need of Chris- 
tians. Please, sir, remain a Christian. Perhaps 
in time, Gentiles observing in you the grandeur 
of being a Christian may go along with you and 
be Christians also.”

Would it not be a splendid me- 
morial to Melvin Unger if there 
were started a fund for a Melvin 
Unger Memorial Swimming Pool? 
Would. this. not be a source. of 
consolation and pride to his fam- 
ily at the same time that it was 
providing a means of inspiration 
and enjoyment to hundreds of 
boys and girls in this community?

In Memoriam: Melvin H. Unger 

“Alas, that so much splendor 
Must decay.” (Talmud Berochoth) 

The tragic era in which we are 
living makes us all the more 
Sensitive to the untimely passing 
of Melvin H. Unger, fellow-stu- 
dent and friend. The blood and 
tears of this generation form the 
background for our anguish, and 
with Job we say: “And now men 
see not the light which is bright 
inthe skies,” 

From his short span of twenty 
years we can distill a set of prin- 
Ciples that gave purpose and 





ing our own allegiance to these 
ideals we can make his memory 
enduring. 
Like so many young people of 
today, he was not content that 
the world remain as it is, but was 
preparing and equipping himself 
with the necessary tools and 
knowledge whereby humanity 
might be freed of the scourge of 
tyranny and oppression. For him 
nothing in life need be inevitable 
or final, unless people wished it 
so. 
Furthermore, he _ recognized 
that no man can live a full life 
by himself. When human beings 
band together, and work for a 
common purpose, they can solve 
the most baffling of problems. 
Man derives his strength not by 
living in isolation but by sharing 
his dreams with others. 
His roots extended t the past, 
and through the song he estab- 
lished his tie with history. Music 
united him with the men and 
women in all parts of the world 
—in their moments of work, play, 
and aspiration. Like King David, 
he too had his harp which was 
suspended to his bed; and at 
night as the north wind blew 
against it and played a melody, 
he would arise to capture the 
tune. 
As an ardent supporter of 
Zionism, he was vitally interest- 
ed in the welfare of his people, 
and, like the Psalmist, sang of 
the day when a Homeland would 
be established in Eretz Yisroel. 
Mel also reflected the demo- 
cratic spirit of Hillel, after whom 
this institution was named. Disci- 
pline could never be superim- 
posed mechanically, but only vol- 
untarily on the basis of under- 
standing. He opposed the excess 
of routine, mechanical procedure, 
and technical detail that too fre- 
quently make us lose perspective 
and waste our energies. 
Our Hillel House will always 
resound with the peal of his 
laughter, his melodious chanting 
of the Kiddush on Friday eve- 
ning, or the rendering of a folk 
tune that expressed man’s every- 
day life. 
He would not be content if we 
should merely mourn his passing; 
the honor we can best bestow on 
him would be to use our strength 
to the fullest to build the world 
that we envisioned with him. Of 
him it can truly be said that he 
has ; 
“... joined the choir invisible 
Of those immortal dead who 
live again 
In minds made better by their 
presence; live 

In pulses stirred to generosity. 

In deeds of daring rectitude, in 
scorn 

Of miserable aims that end with 
self, 

In thoughts sublime that pierce 
the night like stars, 

And with their mild persistence 
urge men’s search 

To vaster issues.”

Anti-Semitism May 
Collapse After War, 
Dr. Parkes Says 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
LONDON—An optimistic view 


of the possibilities of settling the 
Jewish problem after the war is 
expressed by Dr. James Parkes, 
the well-known authority on Jew- 
ish and Palestine questions, in a 
statement made public here this 
week, 

Outlining the Jewish needs 
which will have to be satisfied in 
a future peace settlement and the 
contribution expected to be made 
by the Jews in shaping the post- 
war world, Dr. Parkes rejects the 
pessimism of those who consider 
the Jewish problem insoluble. 

There are four primary Jewish 
needs for today and tomorrow, 
he declares. The first is the 
urgent need for a change of at- 
mosphere in the relations be- 
tween Gentiles and Jews. “I be- 
lieve,” he says,” “that we may, 
without undue optimism, hope 
that the very fact that the age- 
old anti-Semitism of Europe has 
received such’ artificial stimula- 
tion and imaginary form in Nazi 
propaganda may lead to a more 
complete collapse of the anti- 
Semitic movement after the war 
than most expect. In any case it 
is certain that no healthy solu- 
tion is possible without a real 
change of atmosphere.” 


The second need is that for new 
forms and organisms for the ex- 
pression of the spiritual vitality 
born of the suffering of the past 
years. In the third place Dr. 
Parkes stresses the “overpower- 
ing” material need of the Jewish 
people for homes in which they 
may feel secure.” This aspect of 
the Jewish question, he says, 
needs repetition in all political 
and economic discussions of the 
future. Finally, Dr. Parkes in- 
sists on the necessity of continu- 
ing the retraining of young Jews 
for more constructive livelihoods 
which, he says, was one of the 
most valuable activities of Jew- 
ish bodies before the war. 

Speaking of Jewish contribu- 
tions to a more stable and crea- 
tive international order, Dr. 
Parkes mentions the “strong 
sense of social responsibility 
which is shown as much in the 
Jewish contribution to 19th cent- 
ury Europe as in the upbuilding 
of the National Home,” and the 
ineradicable optimism which 
Judaism has created. He further 
declares that the dispersion of 
the Jews has enabled them to 
understand the lives and prob- 
lems of different peoples and to 
acquire an unusual experience of 
the working of different financial 
and economic systems and an in-

“  . the institution of Yom Kip- 
pur night dances, although to my 
knowledge indigenous to the 
American soil, is not without pre- 
cedent in ancient Jewish life, as 
you have intimated in your ar- 
ticle. The last Mishni in Taanit 
records that no two days of the 
Jewish calendar were more joy- 
ous than the fifteenth day of Ab 
and the Day of Atonement dur- 
ing Temple days. On these days 
the daughters of Jerusalem, 
decked in fineries, would go out 
and dance in the vineyards and 
would invite the young men to 
select their mates for life. The 
Talmud (Tanit 30b;Jer. Tal. ad 
locum) suggests that the Day of 
Atonement was so joyously cele- 
brated because it is a day of for- 
giveness and also the anniversary 
of the giving of the Second Tab- 
lets. ... See also Schulhan Aruch 
Orah Hayim where it is stated 
that the night after Yom Kippur 
is a semi-holiday and an occasion 
for rejoicing (624,5, note of R. 
Moses Isserles). . . .”

D. Young, William L. Batt, Thomas J. Watson, 
Harry C. Alexander, Chalk H. Minor, dis- 
tinguished Americans of every shade of political 
opinion. 

This is democracy speaking. It spelled out 
the issue so very clearly that no American can 
misunderstand—this is a fight for freedom and 
liberty, for ourselves, for Britain, for Russia, 
for China, for all our allies. 

And we can take heed of the pleas made so 
earnestly: Give what you can to the United 
War Fund.—I. N.

How Jews supported Gerald L. K. Smith, 
Coughlin Told by Phil Slomovitz in The Detroit 


Jewish News. . .. Jews have supported Gerald 
L. K. Smith financially. That was not new to 
us. Coughlin also had his Jewish backers. 
Those misguided people now say an extra 
“chatosi” (“I have sinned”) on Yom Kippur. 
Had they investigated and listened to reason, 
instead of thinking that those who warned them 
were alarmists, they could have stayed out of 
the Smith line-up, and the Coughlin mud-pool. 


veterans cheered himself hoarse every time 
Smith attacked racial and religious prejudice. 
I pulled his sleeve and said to him, “Don’t you 
know you are applauding an anti-Semite?” The 
veteran was angry, grabbed me by the collar 
and was ready to make an example of me on 
the platform while Smith was speaking. He 
calmed down and I was saved embarrassment, 
but I pleaded with him to study the facts. 

It won’t surprise me to learn that among 
the letters from Jews in G. L. K. Smith’s pos- 
session is one from this war veteran. This does 
not mean that the man is a pro-Fascist Jew. He 
was just misguided. He thought Smith would 
fight our battles for us—especially against 
Coughlin. The poor fellow, like many before 
and after him, did not think. He knows better 
now. So do many others—Christians and Jews 
alike. Therefore, we repeat, don’t be harsh. 
Be pleased that these people have seen the 
light of day and are now ready to join us in 
the fight against the subversive elements. 


Now, then, let us tell you a story: When 
Gerald L. K. Smith first came to Detroit to 
establish his headquarters here, several leaders 
in the ranks of the Jewish War Veterans 
hugged him to their bosoms. He had told them 
that he would oppose Coughlin who was then 
in his major glory as a popular rabble-rouser. 
Theatrical men arranged a public meeting for 
Smith, and most of the men in the audience 
were Jews. A leader among the Jewish war 


Beginning with Saturday, the 
program really gets under 
About 100 soldiers are lodged ig 
the large gym at the Y. M. H.

ly from Fort Knox, and from 
their arrival on are treated like 
real Southerners by everything 
the Lexington Jewish commu. 
ity has to offer. Too, cities like 
Cincinnati and Cleveland, which 
have no Jewish soldiers neg 
them, take part in the Louisville 
program by contributing funds 
towards affairs which are labelled 
as sponsored by the far-away 
community. 


In all there are something like 
1,500 Jewish boys at Fort Knox, 
¢ Then too, the Louisville Mi. 
rachi (Religious Zionists) sponsor 
strictly kosher meals free at’ the 
USO Center at Radcliffe, Ky., a 
few miles from the Fort, one 
night a week, and by now proba- 
bly have added the other night 
they were discussing at the time 
I visited down there. Friday night 
there are regular services at the 
Fort Knox Chapel led by the Fort 
chaplain. I notice by the papers 
that Chaplain Max G. Braude, 
whom I wrote about recently has 
been made instructor in the 
Chaplain’s School now at Harvard 
University, so I don’t know who 
the Fort Knox chaplain is now. 

In addition Louisville homes 
are open for Friday night and 
Sunday suppers for the soldiers, 
and even for lodging too. Louis 
ville has been doing this work 
for many months now, and ha 
developed a smooth running pro 
gram. Just as here every pati 
of the community is doing its 
share. Louisville does not have 
a cadette system as we have, and 
I believe that they will gradually 
come around to it, because there 
has been sme difficulty with im 
ducing some of the so-called up 
per-class girls to take part in the 
dances, etc. 
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valuable capacity for improvise 
tion and innovation which wil 


be particularly useful in a world, 


in which “many things are bound 
to be new.”
